to hear the confession of Nicholas J. 
(Nick) Martin in connection with the in- 
quiry into the jury commissioners’ office 
brought the hearing to an abrupt termination 
yesterday. 

Although the investigation was postponed 
until next Wednesday morning, it was report- 
ed that States Attorney Wayman probably 
would refuse to appear again before the 
committee. All that is lett or the inquiry now 
is the presentation of ‘evidence in rebuttal 
to that already introduced by tne prosecu- 
tor. 

“I am through,” said Mr. Wayman. 1 
have presented all my evidence and 1 don’t 
see that there is anything more for me to do. 
This is not a trial court, but a committee of 
inquiry. I offered Martin’s confession and 
stood ready to prove that it was bona fide. 
That's all 1 can do.“ 


. Points of “Confession.” 
Notwithstanding the position taken by the 
committee, the confession of Martin in detail! 
was made public by the prosecutor follow- 
ing the adjournment of the hearing. it states: 
That Commissioner John J. Holland employed 
Martin to assist in fixing ” juries. 
That the conspirators plotted to “fx” the 
McOann jury so that the accused police official! 
would be acquitted of the charge of accepting 
bribes. : 

That while Willis Rayburn and Martin were 
attempting to “ fix the jury they learned that 
Commissioner Holland had already attended to 
this work. 

That Rayburn told Martin at different times 
that Holland would fix a jury for him when- 
ever he wanted it because Jack is a good fel- 
lew. a 

That Martin went to Buxbaum’s resort in 
Twenty-second street, and there Holland was 
pointed aut to him as the jury commissioner.” 

The name of Michael Hyland, a member 
of the May grand jury, is mentioned in the 
confession, as are also the names of Detective 
Tom Kane of Inspector Lavin's office, Lieut: 4 - 
Maurice Moore, and Ald. Powers. | 

The Martin statement, which was taken in 
the Grand Pacific hotel on Sept. 18 in the 
presence of several witnesses, has to do only 
with the jury “ fixing proposition, although 


now in the hands of the state’s attorney, has | 
to do with a number of political secrets of the 
First ward. 


Defines Judicial Sessions. 
When the session opened in the afternoon 
Judge Barnes announced that the hearing 
would in the future be considered as a judi- 
cial and court proceeding, and that the reo- 
ords would be preserved.

The committee has thoroughly considered 
the request of Mr. Wayman to read the so- 
called confession of Mr. Martin in evidence. 
We have decided that it canhot be received 
as evidence, but that ff it will furnish any 
basis for further investigation on the part 
of this committee, you may file it in the files 
of this case and the committee will exam- 
ine it. Will you file it, Mr. Wayman?” 
„No, your honor,“ replied the prosecutor, 
“In view of the fact that this is a commit- 
tee meeting, I will say that if the eVidence I 
desire to offer is not admissible publicly, I 
do not desire to introduce it in any athe 
way. oe 
„Well, if you don’t wish to produce the 
proof yourself, declared Judge Barnes, “ we 
will issue subpoenas and try and get hold of it 
ourselves. 
After some more argument Mr. Wayman 
presented the committee with the steno- 
graphic report of the October grand jury pro- 
ceedings containing the testimony of Capt. 
Roswell H. Mason, chief clerk of the jury 
commissioners’ office, and also that of Oas- 
well and McGuire, the two other clerks that 
were examined during the hearing.

MAKES 25 MILES AN HOUR. 


London Test Believed Forerunner of 
Transportation Revolution. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Nov. 10.—The new monorail 
railway, which works on the principle of a 
gyroscope and which was first shown here 
in model form eighteem months ago before 
the Royal society by its inventor, Louis 
Brennan, C. B., received its first public dem- 
onstration ‘on a full scale today in the war 
office grounds near Chatham. 

The guests witnessed a spectacle as mar- 
velous and as revolutionary from the stand- 
point of transportation as that which aero- 
planes have furnished in the last two years, 
They saw a car forty feet long, ten feet wide, 
and thirteen feet high, weighing twenty- 
two tons, mounted on a single rail, running 
freely about curves of all sorts and carrying 


| forty passengers with safety as complete as 


and vibration far less than the ordinary pas- 
senger car. 

- Runs in Circle 25 Miles an Roux, 
The vehicle runs in a circle an eighth of 
a mile in circumference at a speed of twenty- 
five miles an hour, with eighty horse power, 
without the slightest tendency to leave the 
rail. Two gyroscopes weighing three-quar- 
ters of a ton each automatically supply per- 
fect stability... The rail closely resembles an 
ordinary one, except that the top is curved 
and the rims of the wheels correspond te this 
The gyroscope makes 3,000 reyoh- 
tions a minute in vacuo. The motive power is 
entirely self-contained in a petrol engine 
which is used to drive the dynamo. 

Mr. Brennan explained today that he finda 
the efficiency of the new principle in a full 
sized car far greater proportionately than in 
the model. He is convinced that the mono- 


rail soon will revolutionise railroad trans- 


portation. With a vehicle double and triple 
the size of the present one a speed of 160 miles 


an hour can be attained with greater safety 


than sixty miles an hour under present trans- 


portation conditions.

GRIEF FOR CAFE. PATRONS. 


Must Pay $4.50 a Quart Within a 
Month, It Is Said, 


*‘ Bubbly water is going up.” 

This harrdwing information _ percolated 
through green rooms and calés last night. 
To those who buy and those who drink 
it brought fears and misgivings and almost 
grief. It is all on account of the tariff, say 
the restaurateurs. 

The increase will be 12% per cent and it 
will apply on champagne and other imported 
wines. 

Champagne that sold for $4 a bottle is to 
be listed at $4.50 and fancy wines win be 
priced accordingly. The tariff change back of 
this ig.an increase of 30 cents 4 quart on 
champagne and 2 Uke amount on other high 
grade wines. 

And 80 bubbly water must go up within a 
month, says John Vogelsang, president of 
the Chicago Restaurant Keepers’ association. 
He said it was only a matter of two or three 
weeks before every restaurant and café in 
town would be forced to boost the price of this 
sparkling booze. | . 

Association Casts the Die.

1 cubic 
feet, but admitted it was guesswork owing to 
gaseous conditions in the drift which made 
accurate observation impossible. There was 
no check for his computations, he admitted, 
and such records as he had were filed in his 
desk, but not officially. This, he asserted, 
was the custom of the office. 

The city inspectors’ estimates were termed 
„rough and inaccurate.’ by Bonnell. He re- 
called two inspectors, John E. McNichols and 
James T. Healy, who he said were competent 
masonry inspectors. but worthless ip tunnels 
because of psig and lack of technical 
knowledge. Healy was 80 large, he said, 
that it was impossible for him to go into 
the shield. Hence their diagrams differed 
radically and were worthless. 

When did you hear of claims being made

Not That of Husband. 


SEEKS ANOTHER TO PROVE IT 


Two Dead Men Recovered from Water 
Same Day; Confused in Handling. 


Mrs. Bertha Montag, 5728 Ashland avenue, 
hopes to prove that the body of a man buried 
in Oakwoode cemetery as that of her hus- 
band, John Montag, is really the body of 
the husband of another woman, whose as- 
sistance she seeks in straightening out the 
tangle. 

My husband disappeared Aug. 6 and three 
days later his body was taken out of the 
Calumet river at the mouth,“ said Mrs. Mon- 
tag yesterday. The body was turned over 
to Undertaker T. E. Murphy of 110 Ninety- 
second street, South Chicago. The police no- 
tified me that it was there, but they would 
not let me look at it. I was shown a tobacco 
pouch, a comb, and other articles belonging

“The same day that my husband’s body 
was taken out of the river the body of an- 
other man was recovered from the lake by 
Thomas Corrigan, engineer on the tug Lestil. 
The man was about the same age and general 
description as my husband. Somehow the 
body of this second man must have been sub- 
stituted for that of John Montag. 


Discovers the Mistake. 

“ When the corpse was brought to my home 
in a coffin and I looked at it, I saw that it 
was not thet of my husband. The coroner, 
the undertaker and nearly everybody else 
tried to make me believe that I was mistaken. 

r the funeral I refused to pay the ex- 
penses because T was sure that a dreadful 
mistake had been made. 

“The body was exhumed on Aug. 18 and 
again they tried to make me think that it 
was my husband. A woman who read about 
the case In the newspapers came to my house 
after the body had been replaced in the grave 
and told me that she thought it must be the 
remains of her own husband, who disap- 

ed a month before. 

“She described her husband to me and the 
description tallied perfectly with what I 
remembered about the body in the coffin.

“But the freedom which Schiller would 
have mankind aspire to is something more 
than civil and religious liberty, something 
higher and ndbler. It is the glorious free- 
dom of the soul that each individual must 
win for himself by the conquest of unright- 
eousness.

Claim on American Sympathy. 

„Schiller has strong claims upon the sym- 
pathy and affection of American readers. His 
life just spanned the years that went to the 
formation of our republic. He was born in 
the year that Wolfes victory turned the 
current of history, and devoted this con- 
tinent to Teutonic civilization.

He died in the year that Lewis and Clark 
planted the flag of the United States at the

First of all, there must be a tech- 
nique sufficient to unugual demands, a tech- 
nique accustomed to the angularities wf a 
Beethoven score. 

But 
above the mechanics is the spiritual! obliga- 
tion. And to the recognition of this obliga- 
tion Mr. Henry did not rise in every respect. 
It is no condemnation of his endowment to 
say that his interpretation was .cautious, 
pedantic. Technically, the reading was 
smooth, however, and tia virtue is not to 
be despised. 

Alkan's The Wind Was a popular suc- 
cess of no mild hie. It is not surprising, if 
one remember Mr. Henry's playing only; 
ity is inexplicable, however, to one whose 
mind retains a clear memory of the number 
itself. 

Alkan wrote an excellent plece of program

Norway According to Burton Holmes. 

The audiences that have sat under the 
spell of the tropics with Burton Holmes last 
evening sweltered with him? in the frigid 
fjords of Norway, devoutly wishing that the 
tropics could have been left hehind in reality. 
They were not, and the sight of furs, gla- 
clers, and visible breath added poignancy to 
the actuality. It was warm in the hall, 
despite the icebergs on the canvas.

White east. and pulp manufacturere r 
the ‘United; States nearly bro out into 
the open yesterday their plans for he further 
unification of the industry. Nearly twoscore 
manufacturers met at the La Salle hotel and 
“talked things over.” It was admitted the 
conference was called to strengthen the 
American Paper and Pulp association, which 
includes something like 30 per ‘cent of the 
paper and pulp makers in ite membership. 
Pres ‘Arthur C. Hastings of New York 
directed the conference, and was seconded 
by H. J. Brown’ of Maine, . G. Barratt of 
New York, and M. 8. Flint, New xork repre- 
Sentative of the Brown firm. 

According to intimations drawn from Pres- 
ident Hastings the conference may have a 
broader significance than a mere effort to 
strengthen the paper makers’ tion. It 
was learned that the paper milis at #ergus 
Falls, Minn.;.Appieton, Neenah, Menasha, 
and Green Bay, Wis., among the largest in 
the country, were represented. 

President Hastings dénied that the paper 
manufacturers have or will form a real out 
and out trust or contemplate a gen- 
tlemen's agreement.“ But they are work- 
ing on a close organization which is able to 
force the political congideration which the 
industry demands, they say, and at the same 
time enable them to make a uniform price 
for paper or pulp throughout the country. 


Paper Prices Not to Fall. 

On the heels of this announcement Pres- 
ident Hastings opined that thé price of 
paper never will decline to the point reached 
under the Dingley tariff regime.“ Canadian 
pulp producers will raise their prices, Mr. 
Hastings was inclined to think. 

Wo are trying to secure greater codpera- 
tion between the paper and puip men in this 
part of the country and those in the east,” 
said Mr. Hastings. The American Paper 
‘and Pulp association has: been a rather loose- 
ly organized body and it is our aim to 
strengthen it—-an aim toward which we have 
worked steadily for over a year.“ 

“Ts yotir visit to the weet and this oon- | 
ference for the purpose of forming a close 
organization ef the paper manufacturers?“ 
was asked. 

Well, yes, in a way,“ replied Mr. Has- 
tings. ~‘ But we are out here primarily to 
visit some new paper mills which are being 
established at National Falis and Sartell, 


Minn.“ 


Doesn't Know Delegates? 

But wasn't this conference an important 
part of the program—and who are the men 
8 manufactories represented?“ was 
asked. 


O, there's no particular significance in 


this meeting, and as for the manufacturers 


present—well, you, see, I don’t know them 
well and really can't give their names, 
stated Mr. Hastings easily, and then walked 
over to a group and as easily joined in the 
desultory conversation with the men whose 
names he didn’t know. 

Before this Mr. Hastings gave a few hints 
of changes the papermakers would like to 
see made. ' 
The tariff revision is settled and there 18 
nothing more to be said he declared. ‘ We 
are not considering any question regarding 
legislation. But. naturally, we do not con- 
sider the tariff as revised properly. The 
paper and pulp industry ranks twelfth in 
importance in the country, but it does not 
receive the consideration that is its due. 
This largely is because the papermaking 
plants for the most part are small concerns— 
nothing like those of the steel trust, 1992 
instance. 

Publishers’ Agitation in Vain. 

“Tt we had reat plants and an organiza- 
tfon like the stéel trust we would get the con- 
sideration that ig our due. As it is now we 
have to pay from 50 to 100 per cent protec- 
tion on materials we use and we only get 
5 per cent protection on our product. Much 
of the agitation by the American Publishers’ 
association and others has defeated its own 
aim. They never will get paper again as 
cheaply as under the Dingley tariff. The 
discussion of the white paper and pulp situa- 
tion has awakened the Canadians and others 
to their chances and the prices of raw 
materials have been advanced.“ 

Reduction of the tariff on wood pulp has 
not brought about a reduction of prices to 
the consumer, which is due to an active 
market, the manufacturers contend. But 
Mr. Hastings stated that the trade has been 
suffering from overproduction. _— ; 


“More Lale ee to 
Appear at Hearing. 


Council Committee Firm in Be- 
lief Provisions of Old Act 
Are Necessary. 
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‘Determined opposition to the ambitious de- 
sighs of billboard companies is developing 
in preparation for the public hearing of the 
council subcommittee on billboards, which 
will meet next: Monday afternoon at the 
city hall. if 

It is the hope of the opponents of the 
billboards that every citizen who is interested 
m preventing further disfigurement of the 
city will appear to argue for the maintenance 
of all the rictions which heretofore have 
held back the Ulboard men. 

In the realization that help will be desirable, 
Ald. Charles E. Merriam of¥he subcommit- 
tee has addressed letters to Charles H. 
Wacker of the city plan.commission and 
Ralpb Clarkson and Lorado Taft of the Mu- 
nicipal Art league, asking them to attend 
the meeting. Ald. Merriam, whose fellows 
on the subcommittee. are Ald. Lipps and Ald. 
Lucas, is father of the proposed billboard or- 
dinance, which is designed to replace the 
act which was found unconstitutional by 
Judge Windes because of a technicality. 


Want Boards Still Bigger: 

The billboard interests are seeking to in- 
corporate in the law a provision allowing 
them to inereage the height of billboards from 
seventeen.to twenty-seven feet. As the reg- 
ulations stand now, the provision is that there 
shall be five feet of open space beneath the 
billboard. and that it shall go only seventeen 
feet high. The billboard people want the 
boards to reach the ground and to add a 
five foot extension at the top. 

When the ‘city was involved in its last big 
fight on billboards, Ald. Snow succeeded in 
limiting tite lower edge to five feet above the 
ground, on the argument that a billboard 
which reached the ground permitted crime 
and vice to go on under its protection. Daniel 
Herlihy, who was an alderman at the time, 
added his weight against the bill- 
board men by citing a number of vicious 
crimes—including crimes against women— 
which could not have been committed with- 
‘out observation had it not been for the shield 
of billboards. 

Ald. Snow, with all his old time fire against 
the billboards,.was found vigorously back- 
ing up Ald. Merriam yesterday. Ald. Mer- 
riam’s measure aims to retain all the restric- 
tive features of the old ordinance, and at 
the same time render the ordinance bomb-

proof. 
I look upon the old ordinance as the fair- 
est that could have been devised,“ said Ald. 
Snow. The same restrictions should be re- 
tained, as Ald. Merriam is trying to do. 


Five Foot Space Essential, 

“The meintenance of that open space of 
five feet is the vital feature of the ordinance. 
To board up the space would interfere ma- 
terially with the efficiency of the police force. 
To narrow the space would be bad for the 
reason that the policeman’s angle of vision 
would be interfered with to such an extent 
in looking under the board while patrolling 
his beat that the primal! purpose of the open- 
ing might be defeated.“ 
| “TY agree with.Ald. Snow that ft is 4 vital 

matter to preserve the open space, said 
Ald. Merriam. It is the intention to make 
it necesgary for proprietors of billboards to 
obtain frontage congents—a proposition that 
has been passed upon as legal by the corpora- 
tion counsel.” 

Ald. Lipps said the only circumstances 
under which he would think of cenMdering 
the closing of the space under billboards 
would be where the billboard formed part of 
the inclosure of a lot, the remainder of the 
inclosure being high and tight. But he was 
not certain that, even in such a situation, it 
would be wise to make a concession.

It is not the intent of the civil service 
system to produce such conditions.

Its 
type is vanishing., Ctvil service advo- 
cates do not support the theory on which 
it is based. They recognize the possibil- 
ity of its lending itself to the abuses 
which are conspicuous in the Chicago 
police department today, In insisting 
that the employé shall obtain his position 
on merit they also insist that he shall 
retain it by merit.

With regard to his title of general it counts for 
little in Russia and in the Balkans. For in Servia 
the epaulettes of à general are granted freely, while 
in Russia all sorts of civilian offices, some of them 
of a purely honorary. character, are assimilated to 
military titles. Thus. the ezar’s chef ranks as a 
colonel and his chiropodist as major general, while 
there are doubtless many of my readers who will re- 
call the visit of the colossally fat Muscovite scientist 
end university professor, Modeste Kitary, who came 
Over here. gome years ago on a government mission 
and who not only styled himself Maj. Gen. Modeste 
Kitary, but also wore a major general’s uniform, al- 
though he never had been anything else but a pure- 
ly civilian professor all his life. 

Spiridovitch is more Servian than Russian and his 
claims to be a Russian nobleman are calculated. to 
cause to smile any one who knows anything about 
the man’s status and antecedents. They are as pre- 
posterous as his intimation in an interview with the 
eorrespondent of an American press agency the other 
day in Paris, in which he describes himself as the 
Bismarck of the Balkans,“ as the object of an at- 
tempt 6n the part of the emissaries of Austria to 
poison him, and as the future Mberator not only of 
Herzegovina and of Bosnia from Austrian thralldom, 
but also of Albania from Ottoman rule. 

Just what that other ridiculous creature and pseudo 
prince, Albert Ghika, will say when he hears that 
Spiridovitch Geclared*him to be merely his agent and 
representative in Albania remains to be seen. For 
Ghika, former circus manager and performer, halling 
from Jassy in Roumania, is himself the claimant to 
the throne of Albania, the people of that country 
treating his pretensions with the contempt that they 
deserve. Spiridovitch says he is not a fortune hunt; 
er, but a throne hunter. He is a worthy match for 
Albert Ghika, and as he is arriving this week in the 
United States it is to be hoped that nobody will treat 
him seriously, or subscribe any money to the more or 
less insignificant society of which’he is the president. 

—~o- 
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Through the death of Viscount Selby, who was 
raised to dhe house of lords after many years of serv- 
ice as speaker of the house of commons, his eldest 
son, the Hon James William Herschell Gully, now be- 
comes a peer of the realm. He enjoys the experience, 
at present unique among the members of the upper 
house of England's national legislature, of having under- 
gone a term of imprisonment. It was for contempt of 
court in connection with the abduction of his own daugh- 
ter from the care of her mother, from whom he was ju- 
diclally separated at the time. That his imprisonment 
was not regarded seriqusly in London is best shown by 
the fact that he still retains his membership of the 
bar, of Brooks’, of the Garrick, and of the other Lon- 
don clubs to which he belonged. Unfortunately when 
he carried off his 10 year old girl to the continent, 
seeking refuge on one of the islands off the coast 
of Sweden, thera was another member of his party, 
Miss Dorothea Grey, the woman who had been the 
cause of his separation from his wife. She is the 
youngest daughter of the late Sir William Grey, K. C. 
g. I., one of the most distinguished members of the 
Indian civil service, and a sister of the heautifu Lady 
Eden of Maryland, who has been painted in tarn by 
Whistler and by Sargent, and whose daughter, Mar- 
jorie, was married only last summer in London to 
Lord and Lady Warwick’s son and hej, Lord Brooke.

Total receipts of cattle included an unusually 
liberal proportion of fancy fat beeves, but the de- 
‘mand for that class of stock was broad and high 
priced steers sold to much better advantage than 
the cheaper grades. Shippers were particularly 
good buyers of fat beeves. 

The Farmers’ and Drovers’ Journals British 
cablegram said American beeves on the Liverpool 
market met with a steady demand at unchanged 
prices, sales being at 11% per lb dressed weight.

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. 


Manufacturers Continue Cautious Con- 
cerning Commitments for the 
Future. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10—[Special.}~The 
Iron Are tomorrow will say: 1 

“ While the buying pace of October is not 
maintained in all lines, pig iron and finished 
material markets are strong and the outlook 
is full of promise. The prorating of mill 
products among consumers is increasingly 
difficult and nearly all mills are falling far- 
ther behind on deliveries. Perhaps never 
have steel manufacturers been more cau- 
tious about commitments for the future. 
While advances above the present level are 
deprecated by some producers there is also 
the feeling that at the higher prices that 
may prevail next year the mins must be 
compensated as far as posgible for the lack 
of profit in much of the business of 1900. 

The structural steel trade which seemed 
a few weeks ago to be entering a quiet pe- 
riod, has taken on new activity. A number 
of large projects have been put forward 
and ft is estimated that over 100,000 tons 
of steel work will be awarded before the 
end of the mohth. The contracts for the 
Fourth avenue subway in Brooklyn are about 
to be let and 28,000 to 35,000 tons of steel 
will be required. 

“ Bar orders continue to pour in upon the 
milis at a staggering rate. There is no 
longer any attempt to measure the sources 
of this demand, it has been simply over- 
whelming. Structural and plate milis have 
made no gain on the accumulation of new 
dusiness.“ 


Trade Slackens Its Pace.
